HORROR AT FORT HOOD 


5 years after mass 
shooting, base endures 
another deadly day

AUSTIN, Texas A U.S. soldier shot dead three 
people and injured at least 16 on Wednesday 
before taking his own life at an Army base in 
Fort Hood, Texas, the site of another deadly 
rampage in 2009, US. officials said. 

The soldier, who was being treated for 
mental health problems, drove to two build- 
ings on the base and opened fire before he was 
stopped by military police, in an incident that 
lasted between 15 and 20 minutes, Fort Hood 
commanding officer Mark Milley said. 

The gunman then shot himself in the head 
with a .45-caliber pistol, Milley added. 

Security officials said preliminary informa- 
tion identified the gunman as Ivan Lopez, and 
the shooting was not linked to terrorism. 


PRESIDENT’S COMMENTS 

President Obama said he was “heartbroken” 
that another shooting had occurred at the 
Fort Hood Army base and described the 
situation there as fluid. “We are going to get 
to the bottom of exactly what happened,” 
Obama told reporters in Chicago, where he 
was traveling for Democratic fundraisers. 
“We're heartbroken that something like this 
might have happened again.”

Milley declined to identify the shooter un- 
til his family was notified. All the wounded 
and killed were military personnel. 

The shooting, the third such incident at 
a military base in the United States in about 
six months, started at 4:30 p.m. local time and 
put Fort Hood on immediate lockdown. 

Police secured its perimeter, emergency 


vehicles rushed to the scene and helicopters 
circled the base as officers went from building 
to building searching for the shooter. 

A base announcement told people to lock 
their windows and doors, while scores of po- 
lice cars and ambulances arrived at the scene, 
TV images showed. 

“T’m safe. I’m locked down. I’m not allowed 
to use my cellphone. I’m going to be here a 
long time, I can tell you that,” said one base 
officer who asked not to be named. 

Central Texas College, which has a Fort 
Hood campus, ordered an immediate evacu- 
ation of all students and staff, and canceled 
classes. 

The Scott and White Hospital in Temple, 
Texas, said it had received four patients, rang- 
ing from critical condition to stable with sin- 
gle and multiple gunshot wounds. Two more 
were arriving soon, hospital officials told a 
news conference. 


“It’s a terrible tragedy. We know that. We 
know there are casualties, both people killed 
and injured,” Defense Secretary Chuck Hagel 
told a news conference in Honolulu, where he 
was meeting with Asian defense ministers. 

The violence echoed the rampage of 2009, 
when a former Army psychiatrist shot dead 
13 people and wounded 32 others in a shoot- 
ing spree at Fort Hood, a base from where 
soldiers prepare to deploy to Iraq and Af 
ghanistan. 

Major Nidal Hasan shouted “Allahu Akbar,” 
or “God is greatest” in Arabic, during the at- 
tack and later said he wanted to be a martyr. 
He was convicted and faces death by lethal 
injection. 

In February, the US. military demolished 
the building where Hasan went on a shooting 
spree. It will plant trees, install a gazebo and 
mark the site with a remembrance plaque for 
the victims, the base said.

UIC rape suspect accused 
of choking out victim, theft

The man who officials say raped a UIC student 
in a dormitory shower stall Monday asphyxi- 
ated her to the point of unconsciousness twice 
during the attack, prosecutors said Wednes- 
day in court. He also stole digital cameras, jew- 
elry and other items from a dorm room before 
making his way to the bathroom, they alleged. 
The new details came out as Tavares 
Humphries, 28, was ordered held with no bail 
by Cook County Judge Maria Kuriakos Ciesil. 
Humphries admits he followed someone 
into the dormitory on the campus of the 
University of Illinois at Chicago on Monday 
morning and then manipulated a lock to a 
dorm room before stealing items from inside 


the room, Assistant Cook County prosecutor 
Pierina Infelise said Wednesday. 

After that, he entered a restroom, where he 
removed his clothes and asked an 18-year-old 
woman taking a shower if he could borrow 
some soap, Infelise said. The woman asked 
him to leave the bathroom, but he instead 
went into a stall nearby and began taking a 
shower before entering her shower stall. 

According to prosecutors, she screamed 
for help, but he wrapped his arms around 
her throat until she was unconscious before 
raping her. The student regained conscious- 
ness and began to scream and struggle with 
Humphries when he again rendered her un- 
conscious, prosecutors said.

“Whatcha gonna do, brother?!” 

Yes, after a lengthy absence, the legendary 
Hulk Hogan will be a fixture at Wrestlemania 
again—hosting the 30th edition Sunday in 
New Orleans, in fact. 

But before pro wrestling’s biggest night 
kicks off, RedEye spoke to the Hall of Famer 
about Andre the Giant, reality shows and his 
moment with Oprah Winfrey. 


At Wrestlemania Ill, you pulled off an amaz- 
ing move, body-slamming Andre the Giant. 
Fast-forward to today: Can you still body- 
slam a 500-pound man? 

Brother, that was a one-time deal. Wrestlema- 
nia III was built up to be a great event, and 
even though Andre was listed at 500 pounds, 
he was always closer to 600. It all was depen- 
dent on how much he ate that night. He had a 
back surgery a few months before, but he was 
heavy that night, brother. I know for a fact 
that will never happen again. 


Back in 2005, you had a reality show, “Hogan 
Knows Best.” With the WWE Network debut- 
ing this year, could a new show be in the 
cards? 

I would love to do a reality show for the 
network, brother. I would never bring cameras 
into my home again, but I have a place in 
Tampa [Fla.} called Hogan’s Beach. It’s kind 

of a restaurant and bar setting where it’s on 
the beach. It’s a huge party place, and on the 
weekends I have 3,000-4,000 people coming 
in, along with these great DJs to host a great 
time. I would love to have some WWE super- 
stars come down and tend bar or cook. It’s like 
a “Baywatch” meets “Cheers” sort of thing. 


You have done plenty of acting, including 

in “Mr. Nanny” and “Rocky III.” Any plans to 
pursue movie roles again? 

You know what is so cool, man? I am way 
beyond what The Rock is doing now. I would 
be much more of a great supporting actor

because I’m not that type directors are look- 
ing for as the lead man. We all know how great 
of a bad guy Hollywood Hogan can be, so 
forming into an older Clint Eastwood would 
be awesome. I would like to be a serial killer 
or going above the law and doing things that 
might be illegal, but for the right reasons. 


It has been quite some time since you have 
been a part of the WWE family. What was it 
like when they called and said they wanted 
you to host Wrestlemania? 

Well, I started this thing. Before I worked for 
Vince McMahon Jr., I worked for his dad. So 
it’s kind of the house that Hogan and McMa- 
hon built. 

It was a small regional company at the time, 
but when Vince Jr. took over, he wanted me 
to be the lead dog because I had the most 
momentum going at the time than any other 
wrestler. 

So starting this wonderful experience and 
now fast-forwarding 30 years later and with 
the timing being so good and lucky is just so 
humbling and exciting. To be the host and 
announcing matches for the show leaves me 
speechless at times. 

When I tell others that I will be immortal, 
it’s true. With the WWE Network, I will 
always be introduced to younger generations, 
and the Hulkster will be running wild forever. 


Chicago has always been a hot- 
bed for wrestling. What are your 
thoughts on CM Punk leaving 
and the possibility of him coming 
back? 

I don’t know why he quit and 
what the situation was about, 
but I was really looking forward 
to meeting the man and getting 
to know him. As far as me, I 
have a personal opinion on it, 
and I would love for him to 
come back. If he needs time off, 
whether it was business or per- 
sonal, it’s none of my business. 
Whatever it was, he was such a 
great superstar, and I would love 
for him to come back. 


When you think of Chicago, is there 
amemory that immediately reso- 
nates? 

Back in the early ’80s, we were wrestling at the 
UIC Pavilion. At the time, I was working with 
AWA Wrestling, and this was a small regional 
company out of Minnesota. This was one of 
the last events we had at the pavilion, and 

our ring announcer was Oprah Winfrey. She 
was doing something with the news, and we 
hired her to announce the main event. Before 
it started, she kept asking me what my name 
is. She couldn’t grasp the fact that a wrestler’s 
name was Hulk. She was just starting her 
career then, and it’s something I will never 
forget.

In the trenches with a ‘Call of Duty’ phenom

It’s game over, but Matt “Nadeshot” Haag 
keeps staring at the TV monitor with a 
haunted, distant look while his teammates un- 


ceremoniously pack up their Xbox controllers. 


This isn’t the face you'd expect from some- 
one who just won $120,000 playing video 
games, but Nadeshot consistently faces Der- 
rick Rose-level scrutiny from the enormous 
world of professional “Call of Duty.” Since he 
won the world title in 2011, he has leveraged 
his charismatic personality and social media 
wizardry to emerge as the most famous pro 
gamer in North America. His YouTube chan- 
nel has had more than 80 million views and 
he has 528,000 Twitter followers. 

But with such celebrity comes great expec- 
tations. Many of his fans (whom Nadeshot 
calls “The Green Wall”) expected him and 
his three OpTic Gaming teammates to waltz 
into L.A. from their team house in Chicago’s 
northwest suburbs to snatch the annual “Call 
of Duty” World Championships crown. More 
than 90 percent of viewers chose OpTic to 
beat a team called CompLexity during Sun-

day’s semifinal, even though they technically 
were the underdogs. The pressure seemed to 
turn Nadeshot into something of a nervous 
wreck leading up to the tournament—and 
even, at times, during gameplay. 

“T’m stressed out 24/7 about 70 million dif- 
ferent things,” he told me just before a match 
Saturday. “You gotta deal with the people 
watching your stream online, you deal with 
the negative comments on social media, deal 
with entertaining thousands of people while 


also trying to be professional—and while 
trying to beat another team, also while trying 
to get along with your teammates. It just ... so 
many things pile on.” 

Nadeshot says even his dad doesn’t get 
what he deals with. That’s part of the reason 
I was rooting for his Chicago team to beat 
the 30 other squads from around the world to 
take home the $400,000 first prize. 

For most of the weekend, it looked like 
that would happen. OpTic’s trigger fingers 


settled down after an early loss to a pro Brit- 
ish outfit and outgunned their next several 
opponents, guaranteeing a third-place finish. 
Things also began swimmingly in Sunday’s 
semifinal match. To cap off a win in Round 2, 
Nadeshot spun his soldier around a virtual 
freight yard and killed two opponents as 

the crowd packed into the nearby bleachers 
roared with delight. 

But with a 2-1 lead in their best-of-five se- 
ries, it all fell apart for Nadeshot and OpTic. 
CompLexity roared back with two consecu- 
tive victories to send the Chicagoans to a 
loser’s bracket match. Then, OpTic stumbled 
in a hotly contested battle against North 
Carolina-based EnVyUs. 

I thought this might finally send Nadeshot 
over the edge, but eventually he yanked his 
eyes away from the screen on the main stage. 
He hugged his three teammates, and his ex- 
pression gradually softened. He picked up his 
smartphone and immediately tweeted this: 

“So proud of my team, we played one hell 
of an event. Placed 3rd at Call of Duty Cham- 
pionships, hope you enjoyed the show.”

Chris Evans, ScarJo tease 
‘Winter Soldier’ chemistry

When it comes to the superhero spy game, 
an easy facility with falsehood can get you far. 
Which helps explain the unlikely friendship 
that develops between Chris Evans’ unfail- 
ingly forthright patriotic hero and Scarlett 
Johansson’s ethically dubious operative in 
Marvel’s latest comic book adventure, “Cap- 
tain America: The Winter Soldier.” 

“She made a life based on lies and deceit 
and malleable morality, and Cap couldn't lie if 
he tried to,” Evans said. 

“These aren’t two characters that you 
would necessarily know had so much in com- 
mon,” Johansson agreed. “They’re deceivingly 
similar. They're having this huge identity 
crisis .... ‘What do I want? Why do I want 
it? What do I need from someone else?’ We 
started to say, ‘Maybe they see the reflection 
in one another.’” 

Arriving in theaters Friday, “Captain Amer- 
ica: The Winter Soldier” was conceived as 
Marvel’s answer to the gripping thrillers of 
the ’70s—“The French Connection,” “Three 
Days of the Condor”—though perhaps its 
closest modern-day comparison would be to 
“The Bourne Identity,” if Jason Bourne oc- 
casionally wore a red, white and blue spandex 
suit and could safely skydive out of an airplane 
without a parachute. 

The $170 million production has the req- 
uisite car chases, explosions and a third act 
brimming with CG spectacle, but the film 
also has far more on its mind than cheap vi- 


sual thrills. 

Vulnerability is a rare luxury for characters 
who essentially seem indestructible, but the 
scenes in which Cap and Black Widow let 
down their guard and flirt with the idea of 
taking their friendship in a less platonic direc- 
tion were the most satisfying for the actors, 
longtime friends offscreen. 

“It’s nice for Chris and I to get to do dra- 
matic work together,” Johansson said. “We 
work well together, I think, and admire one 
another as actors, and we’re used to being 
able to throw the ball back and forth because 
we've done that in the past in other films that 
we've done. We’re also older actors now and 
more comfortable taking our time. You can 
wait for the emotion to come and let the mo- 
ment happen.” 

The push-pull between Cap and Widow 
leads to a complex, sexy screen dynamic that 
at moments threatens to tip into romance, 
but their relationship ultimately is painted 
as nothing quite so black and white. 

“It’s not really defined,” Evans said. “I think 
that’s what makes it more dynamic. It’s what 
makes it more similar to life. Not every single 
male and female bond is going to be rooted in 
romance. Sometimes movies make things too 
perfect.” 

“But the chemistry is there, which is impor- 
tant,” Johansson added. “Just because they’re 
not romantically involved doesn’t mean that 
they’re not still attracted to each other as 
people. I like that the door is open a little bit.”

Report: Women are 
the best box-office bet

Conventional Hollywood wisdom (for lack 
of a better word) holds that films featuring 
women in prominent roles don’t perform as 
well as male-centric movies at the box office. 
But a new report from the number-crunching 
website FiveThirtyEight indicates that mov- 
ies with significant female characters actually 
offer a better return on investment overall 
than those that don’t. 

The report analyzed the box office perfor- 
mance of 1,615 films released between 1990 
and 2013, and whether the films pass the 
“Bechdel test,” an assessment created by car- 
toonist Alison Bechdel in a 1985 comic strip. 
Passing the three-point test requires that 
a movie include at least two named female 
characters, that they have a conversation with 
each other at some point and that their con- 
versation isn’t about a male character. 

The findings indicated that while movies 


that pass the Bechdel test have a substantially 
lower median budget than all films in the sam- 
ple, they make more money dollar for dollar. 

“The total median gross return on invest- 
ment for a film that passed the Bechdel test 
was $2.68 for each dollar spent. The total me- 
dian gross return on investment for films that 
failed was only $2.45 for each dollar spent,” 
Walt Hickey wrote. 

FiveThirtyEight found that the number 
of films decisively passing the Bechdel test is 
below 50 percent. Recent films that meet the 
criteria include “Frozen” and “The Hunger 
Games: Catching Fire.” 

The report comes on the heels of a study by 
San Diego State film professor Martha Lauzen 
that found a dearth of female characters in 
recent movies. Among the Top 100 grossing 
films of 2013, only 15 percent of protagonists, 
29 percent of major characters and 30 percent 
of all speaking characters were female.
